Boston, Sept. S — The home-coming of 


Uie icmnant of the Boston companies 
of the Ninth Massachusetts regiment 
last night was one of the saddest in- 
cidents In the lon^ series of military 
happenings in this city since the out- 
break of the war. 
To those in the great 


maa^cB of people In and about the de- 
pot, who had no personal interest in 
the 'arrival of the men who fought at 
Santiago, it was simply a demonstration 
In which enthusiasm ran riot; but to 
those who hufl relatives and friends 
among the soldiers, and who saw the 
unloading of the cars, It was a heart- 
touching sight. 


The special of six Pullmans came In 


from Providence at 10:30, and as it came 
to a standstill in the train shed the 
people cheered and cheered again. Then 
the crowd (surged forward and fora 
a large force of police held it In check; 
but only for a few momenta, for then 
the friends of the men swarmed into the 
cars. 
An attempt had been made to 


handle the soldiers through the Volun- 
teer Aid association, distributing such 
as were sick among the hospitals and 
transporting the well to their homes In 
vehicles, but the plans almost went 
down before the surging crowd, and 
even Governor Wolcott, personally as- 
Bktlng in the caro of the me-n, was un- 
able to do more than to get the soldiers 
out of danger from too much Kindness. 


The Boston companies alone camo up 


on the train from Providence. 
It was 


understood that quite* number were ill, 
but the excitement mads the sick tem- 
porarily T\ell, and the well almost giants 
in strength. 
The ambulance corps 


awaited the coming of the train azutsfts 
mpfi were put on the cars the first thing. 
1'h-ey took charge of tha boya, passed 
them along to the carriages and ambu- 
lances In waiting. 
Governor Wolcott 


first took a position where he could 
personally shake hands with each hero, 
but the crowd was so great that flnajly 
the governor, General Dalton, and other 
members of the staff turned their at- 
tnntlon to getting the men into car- 
riages, out of reach of the crowd. 


The men of the Ninth did not look like 


those who four months ago so proudly 
marrhcd through the streets of Boston, 
strong in the full bloom of manhood, 
volunteers to the call for men to defend 
the country's flag. Some of these came 
back In the remnants of the Bosto* com- 
pany pale, weak and emaciated from 
terrible Buffering In the trenches of 
Santiago, or the victims of fearful ex- 
periences in the weeKa which have 
lapsed since their rescue from the fever 
camp of Cuba until their start for home. 
Most of them were able to walk through 
the depot to the carriages In waiting; 
many needed supporting by stronger 
arms; and a few were carried to the am- 
bulances on cstretchens. 
As each re- 


turned soldier 
wae recognized, his 


friends would rush forward and greet 
him, 
and those nearby, in tho fullness 


of their welcome, would lustily cheer. 


As the men rode away from the de- 


pot the crowds on the sidewalks took up 
the cheering, so that the men got an 
ovation practically to their homes. In 
South Boston, especially, the men be- 
longing In that district, were royally 
received by their frtends. It will be a 
day or two before the actual condition 
of the men will be known. No serious 
rases are anticipated, but the reaction of 
the excitement of coming home Is likely 
to make many of the men very 111. 


Coirgrcflsman Fitzgerald, who came 


homo with the regiment, Gays: 
"The 


dlFlcultlcs encountered In securing fur- 
loughs for the men and transportation 
to thetr homes were simply indescrib- 
able, 
Therie seemed to be a state of 


confusion existing In all of the depart- 
ments, and but for incessant effort the 
Ninth regiment would have had to ra- 
main another week. Homesickness en- 
ervated the men to such a degree that 
It veiy rapidly brought on additional 
disease, and 10 or 12 new men were dally 
being sent to the hospital. It was pfU- 
ful tu go through the hospital and listen 
to the appeals of the men to be sent 
home, 
Mv last trip through the de- 


tention and hospital camp was on Wed- 
nesday afternoon, and as It was gen- 
erally known that the regiment was 
coming home, every man In both camps 
bogged to be allowed to come.

NOT ROLL OF DISHONOR 


Pension Matter tteforo the Grand 


Army Encampment, 


Corporal Tanner Denounces 


the Commissioner. 


Chicago Candidate the Convention's Choice 


cor Commander. 


Cincinnati. Sept. 9.—The admlnistm- ' 


tfcm of the pension bureau came in for 
crHicism yesterday afternoon, when the 
report of the committee was presented 
at tlw» encampment of the Grand Army. 
The committee members Indignantly 
dented that the pension list was a roll 
of dishonor. It said that expensive In- 
vestigations had been undertaken by 
the department, and that there had not 
been a single case of fraud discovered 
•which could be traced to a member of 
the Grand Army of the Republic. The 
report stated that the roll was distinctly 
a. roll of honor. It made a somewhat 
extended comparison of the work ac- 
complished now and during the last ud- 
tttfnistration of General Grant, 
This 


Ehowed 
that the 
efficiency of 
the 


department in the way of prompt dis- 
posal of claims had been vaatly In- 
creased. The report gave flgrures show* 
ing that the death rate was rapidly in- 
creasing: among pensioners. The num- 
ber dying1 each year now exceeded 40,- 
000. 
It Is estimated that In 1920 the num- 


ber Of pensioners Would be reduced to a 
ilttle over 250,000, and In 1940 the list 
would be obliterated. The report rec- 
ommends that Just and liberal provi- 
sion should be made for adjudicating 
the claims now pending in the depart- 
ment. 


When a motion was made to adopt the 


report, Corporal Tanner of New York 
jsald that he did not agrree with that part 
of the report dealing with the admin- 
istration of the pension office. He spoke 
In unrestrained criticism of the present 
commissioner of pensions, H. Clay Ev- 
ans, with evident feeling. He said: "1 
stand ready to be responsible here and 
elsewhere for all statements I may make 
on this subject, and I declare that Com- 
missioner Evans called his chiefs of di- 
vision together and, using l&r-guagre 
.which indicated intense feeling, If not 
anger, marrovrwcxj triFm 10 -disregard to- 
tally every application based on deaf- 
ness or rheumatism. He further Inti- 
mated to them that if anyone declined 
to accept hfs suggestions he would find 
chiefs who would obey orders." Tanner, 
continuing, said that In his opinion it 
was clear that the man who could make 
such an order had never himself heard 
th« countf df cannon nor slept in the 
open air, and he was not surprised there- 
fore to And that the commissioner had 
an army record which consisted of three 
months and IB days ag a clerk In the 
commissary department. 


A delegate from Kansas followed Tan- 


ker In the same strain, denouncing in 
unmeasured terms the unfair and il- 
liberal spirit In which the rulings of the 
pension office were made, fbe matter 
•was disposed of finally by postponing it 
till after the report of the committee on 
resolutions. 


Mrs. William Scott (colored) of La- 


throp. Mo., appeared on the platform, 
bearing a photograph of the monument 
to Colonel R. G. Shaw, who was killed 
while leading a regiment of colored 
jtroops from Massachusetts at the as- 
eault on Port Wagner. She explained 
briefly what had been done to honor the 
memory of this officer, and made an 
earnest plea for the recognition on a

HORSES IN BATTLE. 


Bow They Act When Wounded or r«tt 


Without Their III dors. 


\Vhon horses are hit in battle, they stop, 


tremble in every muscle and groan deeply, 
while their oyes show wild astonishment. 
During tho battle of Waterloo some of the 
horses, as they lay on the ground, having 
recovered from tho first agony of thoir 
wounds, fell to eating tho grass about 
them, thus surrounding themselves with 
• circle of bare ground, tho limited extent 
of which showed their weakness. Others 
of those interesting animals were observed 
qulutly grazing in the middle of the field 
between tho two hostile lines, tHoir riders 
having been shot oil their backs, while tho 
balls that flew over their heads and tho 
tumult'behind and before and around 
them caused no interruption to tbd usual 
instincts of their nature. 


It was also observed that when a charge 


of cavalry went past, near to any of tho 
stray horses mentioned, thoy wonici eot 
off, form themselves in tho rear of thoir 
mounted companions, and, though without 
riders, gallop strenuously along with tho 
rest, not stopping nor flinching when tho 
fatal shock with tho enemy took place. 


At tho battle of theKirb, in 1754, Major 


Macdonald, having unhorsod an English 
officer, took possession of his horso, which 
was very beautiful, and 
immediately 


mounted it. When tho English cavalry 
fled, tho horse ran away with his captor, 
notwithstanding all his efforts to restrain 
him, nor did the animal stop until It was 
at tho head of the regiment of which, ap- 
parently, Its master was tho commander. 


The melancholy and at the same time 


ludicrous figuro which Macdonald pre- 
sented when he thus snw himself the vic- 
tim of hib ambition to possessn fine horse, 
which ultimately cost him his life Upon 
the scaffold, may bo easily conceived.— 
New York Tribune.

Clay Casting. 


A new process of clay casting, or 


porcelain products, termed''Thonguss,'' 
has been introduced in Geimany, says 
Tho Nenesto Eriiuduu,';en. It seems that 
in this case tho mass is not, as hereto- 
fore, worked' cold upon the potter's 
lathe or pressed into a mold, bnt is fine 
ly ground after careful drying, then 
molted at a prescribed heat in an elec- 
tric fBrnace and ponred into n heated, 
fireproof casting mold. Glazing becomes 
necessary in most rases if the wails u: 
the mold are puifccieutly smooth, other- 
wise it is allowed to cool off after tho 
solidification of the cast to a certain 
temperature, and finely powdered glass 
is thrown on in a uniform, thin layer. 


The advantage of the new process, as 


set forth, consists—aside from a consid 
erably reduced cost—in an almost com- 
plete prevention of the 
unforeseen 


shrinking of tho mass on cooling, oncl 
thns it follows tbat henceforth instru 
incuts of precision and accurately divid 
ed measuring vessels of every descrip 
tion can also bo made from poicelain 
By means of a still undeveloped proces 
—viz, the admixture of a suitable sub 
stance to tho melted cloy—it is expectot 
to render the cooled mass pliable—mai 
leablo—and also to make tho operation 
of a remelting considerably more difli 
cult.

Thpre is u great deal of work 
accomplished here, as thi'j bureau Issucw 
the uovernment hands, legal tenders, sil- 
ver certiorates, bank notoy and internal 
ro\ouuo mid postage stumps. Tho largest 
facu vuluo of uny Usuo Is uregistt'rod bond 
of 850,000 and the diualledt a 1 cent stamp. 


AH of tho engravers aro specialists ill 


their particular department, and tho deli- 
uato Cgnvob °nd Intricate designs of their 
work arc often nu.rvelb of artistic skill. 
Portraits of living poi-nons aro never put 
on tho notes, and all the figures, vignettes, 
borders, etc., aro engraved separately be- 
fore tlioy they are put on the plates. 


Tho engravers sit, euoh ono below a 


window, with a screou of ground glass 
around them, and anpthur of white linuu 
above fhelr bonds. Thuir work if* BO fine 
and del ion to ttiut the greatest precision 
and caro nre required, und tho room lit 
which thpy work is not open to visitors.

On being received it is taken with the 


blue and \vhito papers for tho internal 
revenue and postage stamps (both water 
marked) to tho "wotting department," as 
it is called, whero it is counted and re- 
counted, and u rccrlpt given for it. Then 
It is put between wot cloths and pressed, 
.being shifted about every six hours to in- 
suro cnch sheet an equal amount of mois- 
ture. This process lasts about throo days; 
then, after another counting, it is deliver- 
ed to tho printer, who must give a receipt 
for tho sheets given him. At tho end of 
tho day ho returns another check, stating 
tho quantity received, tho number of rotes 
be has printed and the blank or spoiled 
sheets to bo returned. 


Tho printing room is a eceno of great 


activity, with its many presses and work- 
ers. Hero tho paper Is again moistened by 
applying it to a wet board, then it is laid 
on a steel plate that has been carefully 
prepared with tho, ink, which also Is made 
on tlio premises. 'I'heife aro twq workers 
at each prec!?, usually a man and a woman. 
Tho man fills the plate with ink from a 
roller, then wipes it off and finally, after 
dusting his hands with chalk, he gives it 
a last polishing:. 
Then, after wotting tho 


paper, the woman lays it on tho plate, 
the press is applied, and behold tho 
clear, clean b:ick of tho notes, which tuust 
be carefully examined before they leave 
tho printer's Imnds. This process is re- 
peated finch time. The press is a self reg- 
istering ono, and tho employees are al- 
lowed to spoil ft certain percentage of their 
•work, but if thoy exceed tt their labor is 
deducted. 


Then the notes nro sent down stairs, and 


for 3 3 hours aro subject to great heat in 
on airtight roo'>i. In tho room adjoining 
they are again examined, assorted and 
gout back to receive their "face value" 
from the plates prepared, showing tho de- 
nomination and tho facsimiles of the sig- 
natures of tho proper oilkers. 


Then COPICS tho "wet count," as it is 


called, and after being dried the notes aro 
put in a solution of sizing, which gives a 
greater durability to the paper.

hardships as well as they do, but there 
arc a lot becoming sick every day.

should see the 
stew that we have, 


better known in the army as "govern- 
ment 
slum." 
It 
is composed of a 


boiler of greasy water, nine beans, 11 
peas, and an onion cut up and floating 
on top. We are all getting as fat as 
matches. 
But we keep up good cour- 


age, and there is no doubt but that 
they are trying to make everything as 
comfortable as they can, considering 
tre thousands of men that they have 
to provide for. 


We 
expect to go to the Philippine 


islands to do garrison duty this fall in 
the latter part of October.
